LCCSTUDENTS 
HEARDRJAMES 

Principal James Speaks a 
Lower CaDada College 

Headmaster V. C. Wans 
brough Gives Report of 
Year's Work 



"Even if there have been times 
when the injunction to play the 
game have fallen on ears that were 
liit> deaf, because we half-bc 
lic\-0Q thai honour and honesty 
were old-fashioned virtues of little 
use in a modem world that was 
chiefly concerned with getting rich 
quickly and painlessly, that is not 
true today," stated Dr. F. Cyril 
James in an addre.<!s to the .^tudont.s 
of Lower Canada College at their 
.^nual Speech Night last Friday. 

Ross Clarkson, a member of the 
Board of Governors, presided 
Prizes and trophies wore awarded 
leading studenU» in ihc institution 
and a report on the year'f activi- 
ties was given by V. C. Wans- 
brough, headmaster. 

The pilots, observers and gunners 
of the Air Force which is bearing 
the brunt of the fighting today. 
Principal James continued, arc 
plendid examples of those who 
willingly risk everything for the 
ideal that their team holds. No less 
Important, howc\'er, are those who 
are playing the game valiaritly out- 
side tiie spotlight— the men and 
women- who are patrolling the 
streets of every English city, night 
after night, usually going on duty 
at the end of a long day spent at 
factory or office, and upon whom 
all emergency sendees depend. 

As an example of those nearer 
home who are playing the game, 
Principal James cited a group of 
chemists who were working in a 
closed laboratory on research of 
considerable significance to the 
prosecution of this war, and whose 
life had been slowly endangered by 
the poisonous fumes from their ex- 
periments. Because they realized 
the importance of the work they 
were doing, they were reluctant to 
leave it, until it became necessary 
to use force to eject ûiem from 
the laboratory and make them take 
the medical treatment that saved 
their lives. 

Skill and experience, he stated, 
count for a great deal more than 
enthusiasm and good intentions in 
the determination of the ultimate 
outcome of the present contest. 
This lesson holds good in peace as 
well as in war. "Your generation 
will face the complex problems of 
rahibililation and reconstruction 
when this war is won," Dr. James 
said. He urged the students to pre- 
pare themselves for this work 
through hard study and the ac- 
cumulation of accurate knov^lcdge, 
so that they might approach the 
problems of the world as diagnos- 
ticians, "with clear eyes to recog- 
nize symptoms, and a well stocked 
mind to classify them, and when a 
diagnosis had been made, to for- 
mulate a suitable remedy,"

portant to any of \it who really

(Edinburg) Can.^dian born medical 
missionary and field organizer for 
Oie Red Cross in Central China, 
will address an open meeting spon- 
sored by the Arts Undorgr.idu.ito.-i 
Society, to Medical Undergraduates 
Society, and 'the Pre-Medical So- 
ciety, in the Arts Building tonight 
at 8,15, it was announced last night, 
A close personal friend ot 
Chinese Gcnorali.>!simo Chiang Kai- 
Shek and one who by his work 
with the Chinese army lias earned 
the name "the Scarlet Pimpernel 
of China," Dr. McClurc has had 
first hand knowledge of the effect 
of modern warfare upon the 
Chinese people. As a ro.'îult of th 
long years he has spent in many 
eapacilicf in China, Mr. McClure is 
regarded as an authority on many 
aspects of tlic far caslorn situatloni 
His career has been long and 
varied, and during recent years he 
has been responsible for gcttin 
medical supplies to the army in the 
field, and at one time even driving 
a truck over the Burma Road. 

When he returns to China fol 
lowing his furlough year, he will 
be right hand man to Chiang Kai 
Shek, and in charge of the "New 
Life" movement, which is intended 
0 bolster the morale of the Chines 
people. Dr. McClure has been mak' 
>ng a series of public addresses 
across Canada, and last week was 
the guest of a group of Montreal 
doctors àPà p'ubUc meeting held In 

James Church. 
^The meeting tonight will be 
chaired by Professor John Hughes, 
Chairman of the Department of 
Education, and Dr. J, C. Simpson 
Dean of the Faculty of Medicine, 
will thank the speaker. Also on the 
platform will be representatives of 
the three organizations who are 
ponsoring the meeting.

Professor Bonn has occupied 
teaching posts in Economics at the 
College of Commerce in Berlin, the 
London School ot Economics, and 
a number of American universities. 
In the diplomatic sphere he served 
as unofficial advi.sor on economic 
matters to the British Embassy in 
Washington. Dr. Bonn has written 
several books during his active 
career, a recent publication being 
Wealth, Welfare or War,"

A I'Ira for Good Music, 
It Is an established fact that en- 
ginecra have a higher resiiecl and

Wo tliereforc conaidcr it our 
duly lo cill attention to the In- 
buninn IrrnlmrnI which is being'

Carncgio Music Library. We ob- 
.'crvc with regret that all manner 
of sundry folk (not mentioning 
nnmes or faculties) are handling 
llip^r valuable retord» wilh the ul- 
mn'Tl dl.'rr.ippot, Ihurnblna and 
.trriipllig Ibo discs and K'nernlly 
promoting Ihejr rapid dcterioralinn. 

Gramophone recordings arc actu- 
ally delicate ongravlngs on a rela- 
tively soft substance. They are, un- 
forlunalply, sen.iillvc lo the slight- 
est impart, the surface being very 
rrisily deilrnyed. A micrn.tcnpic 
fcrntch In one of the groove.* will 
be aggravated by the passage of 
the gramophone stylus, gradually 
breaking down the surface of tlie 
groove until a pronounced 'boom' 
or 'thump' develops, effectively 
spoiling one's appreciation of the 
music, 

nccord.s which are played rnn- 
tlnuoiwly without cleaning have a 
veCy short life expectancy. Micro- 1 
scopic particles of dust and dirt ne- 
cumulotc in the grooves, aided by 
Rrease and mni.^lure from careless 
lliiunbs .nul finger.':. The passage of 
the stylus grinds these particles 
against tho .surface of the grooves, 
raising the scratch level several 
hundred percent Listening to music 
through such a camouflage of 
hisses and scratches and other 
noises cannot be a source nf great 
pleasure to anyone with .t keen 
muricnl car. Good clas.'ical record- 
ings are cosily to replace and 
should be treated with the respect 
that is due them. McGiU Is indeed 
lucky to have such a complete 
selection of classical recordings, but 
she won't have them long It more 
care is not taken of them. 

Here arc a few pointers which 
should bo obvious to any intelli- 
gent person but which seem to be 
beyond the comprehension of some 
university students: 

1. There is a complete index of 
recordings. It should not be neces- 
sary for anyone but the person in 
charge to touch the records them- 
selves, 

2. In removing the records from 
their albums and handling them 

generally, no part of the hand 
should come in contact with the 
grooved part of tho record. Thi.= iî 
not nearly as impossible as it 
sounds if ^ou are careful and take 
your time. 

3. Records should never come in 
contact with one another. Sliding 
one record over another is disas- 



Irnm. They should always be kept 
In an envelope or album when not 
in use. 

4. Great care should bo taken in 
placing the pickup on the record 
and In removing it It It nothing 
short of sabotage to let the pickup 
fall on or slide along the record. 

6. A piece of .<;nft chamois or a 
record bnisb sboiild be pr'ividrd to 
dust off the records periodically. 
We advise dusting the record be- 
fore each playing. 

6. Records should not be left 
lying on chairs and Chester Acids. 
Cushions are softer and much less 
expensive to ait on.

A rirn for Good Music. 
It l.t an psiabllfhed fact thai en- 
glnperp have a higher respect and 
appreciation for music than any 
iiihrr campus group, not even ex- 
cluding Iho music students Ihem- 
i.plvrs. We Mierefore consider II our 
dutv to (nil all^ntion to fho in- 
huni-in Ireatmeiil which i.'î being 
.ndmliii.'-lfrrd lo Ihe records in the 
Canicgio Music Library. We ob- 
.■rrve with regret that all manner 
of sundry folk (not mentioning 
nnme.s or fnciilllps) are handling 
these valiinhlK recnrd.s with Uie ut- 
most dl.srr.sppct, IhmnbInK and 
scrnping Ihc di.'îcs and K'nernlly 
promoting thcjr rapid deterioration. 

Gramophone recordings are aclu- 
,Tlly délicate engravings on a rela- 
tively soft substance. They are, un- 
forliinalely, scn.^itlve to thr .«lieht- 
est impart, the surface beinc very 
easily de-.lroypd. A micro.i;copic 
scratch In one of the grooves v/ill 
be aggravated by the pa.ssagr of 
the gramophone stylus, gradually 
breaking down the surface of ihe 
groove until a pronounced 'boom' 
or 'thump' develops, effectively 
spoiling one's appreciation of the 
music. 

Rccord.s which arc played con- 
linuoiLsly without cleaning have a 
very short life expectancy. Micro- 
scopic particles of dust and dirt ac- 
cumulate In Ihe grooves, aided by 
grease and nioi.^lurc from carele.'is 
thumbs and finger.<;. The pajsage of 
Ihe stylus grinds these particles 
against the surface of Ihe grooves, 
raising the scratch level several 
hundred percent. Listening lo music 
through such a camouflage of 
hisses and scratches and other 
noises cannot be a source of great 
pleasure to anyone with a keen 
musical ear. Good clas.'iical record- 
ings are costly to replace and 
should be treated with Ihe respect 
that is due them. McGill is indeed 
lucky to have such a complete 
•selection of classical recordings, but 
she won't have Ihem long if more 
care is not taken of them. 

Here arc a few pointers which 
should be obvious to any intelli- 
gent person but which seem to be 
beyond the comprehension of some 
university students: 

1. There is a complete indtx of 
recording.'!. U should noi be neces- 
sary for anyone hut the person in 
charge to touch the records them- 
selves. 

2. In removing the records from 
their albums and handling them 

generally, no part of the hand 
should come in contact with ihe 
grooved part of the record. Thi.i is 
not nearly as impossible as it 
sounds if jrou are careful and take 
your time. 

3. Records should never come in 
contact with one another. Sliding 
one record over another is disas- 



trous. They .((hould alwayj b« kept 
in an envelope or album when not 
in iisp. 

4. Great care should be taken in 
placing the pickup on the record 
and In removing il. It la nothing 
short of sabotage to let the pickup 
fall on or slide along the record. 

5. A piece of soft rhamni."! or a 
record bru?h <;1)'miI'I he provirl^d to 
dust off the records periodically. 
We advise dusting the record be 
fore each playing. 

6. Records should not be left 
lying On chairs and chesterfields. 
Cushions are softer and much lets 
expensive to sit on.
